The reply filed on 9/9/03 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following oniission(s) or matter(s): The 
claims still have not have been amended properly. For example, claim 7, indicated as previously amended, now recites: "(413 amino 
acids)". The amendment filed 12/9/03 recited: "(412 amino acids)", and the change of amino acid number was not shown properly as 
an amendment. It appears to be a typographical error because SEQ ID NO:3 has only 412 amino acids. Proper amendments to the 
claims are required in response to this communication. 

Additionally, a review of the substantitive response which was filed 12/9/02 identified numerous instances where the reply was not 
fully responsive to the Office Action mailed 8/28/02. Because of the numerous problems, this list might not contain all of the parts of 
the Office Action not addressed by the applicant and thus the applicant should review his entue response and properly respond to and 
address all parts of the Office Action: 1) The claim 18 rejection under 35 USC 1 12, 1: the missing complete reference to the deposit 
and the required statement concerning the deposit (see the last two sentences of the Attachment of the Office Action mailed 8/28/02) 
was not addressed. 2) Claim 27 still lacks an article despite the applicant's indication that every claim has an article. 3) The last 
paragraph of page 1 1 was not addressed. 4) The third paragraph of page 12 was not addressed. 5) The unclear nature of "(412 AA)" 
was not addressed (page 13). 6) The unclear use of "as well as" as recited by claims 10, 1 1, etc was not addressed (page 13). 7) The 
fnrst full paragraph of page 14 was not addressed. 8) The second full paragraph of page 14 was not addressed. 9) The first full 
paragraph of page 15 was not addressed. The examiner apologizes for not earlier identifying the numerous omissions concerning the 
lack of response for many of the rejections of record.
